60th  ANNUAL  SASKATCHEWAN 
CHRISTMAS  BIRD  COUNT  -  2001

This,  the  60th  year  of  annual  Christmas  Bird 
Counts  in  Saskatchewan,  marks  a  number  of 
milestones.  First,  recognition  to  two  longtime 
contributors  to  Christmas  Bird  Counts,  Stuart 
Houston  and  Frank  Roy.  A  check  of  the  1 942 
counts  published  in  the  Blue  Jay  finds  both 
names  present,  as  they  have  been  almost  every 
year  since.  It  is  an  amazing  record  and 
contribution  both  have  made  to  ornithology 
in  Saskatchewan. 

Secondly,  the  growing  interest  in 
Christmas  Bird  Counts  from  the  eight 
counts  in  1942  to  a  record  105  counts  this 
year. 

Thirdly,  the  increasing  diversity  of 
wintering  birds  in  Saskatchewan.  The  last 
is  a  result  of  increased  habitat  modifications 
(open  water),  and  the  increasing  popularity 
of  feeding  birds.  Those  first  counts  recorded 
30  species  of  birds,  while  this  year  the  total 
was  1 13,  the  second  highest  ever.  Also,  14 
of  this  year's  counts  equalled  or  exceeded 
1942’s  total  of  30  species  for  the  Christmas 
Count  that  year. 

The  weather  leading  up  to  this  year's  count 
period  (December  14  to  January  5)  was  mild 
and  dry.  The  mild  conditions  continued 
through  the  counts,  with  the  overall  average 
daytime  high  at  -8°C  and  falling  to  only  - 
13°C  overnight  (Table  1).  It  was  relatively 
calm,  with  winds  averaging  5-15  km/hr. 
Most  southwestern  counts  had  no  snow  on 
the  ground.  Snow  cover  was  below  normal 
everywhere,  but  especially  in  the  western 
half  of  the  province. 


Record  numbers  of  participants  turned  out 
for  this  years  count.  There  were  912  people 
compared  to  last  year's  804.  They  travelled 
over  803  km  on  foot  and  over  14,  084  by 
vehicle  in  a  combined  1065  hours;  an 
additional  414  hours  were  spent  watching 
feeders  (Table  2). 

The  birds 

This  year,  1 08  species  were  seen  on  count 
day  with  an  additional  five  seen  during  count 
period  for  a  total  of  113  (second  only  to 
1998’s  121  species).  Fort  Walsh  set  a  new 
single  count  species  high  with  51  seen  on 
count  day.  This  is  the  first  Saskatchewan 
count  to  break  the  “50  species”  mark.  Both 
Fort  Qu’appelle  (43)  and  Saskatoon  (40) 
were  in  the  “40’s”  and  an  additional  1 1 
counts  reached  30  or  more.  This  is  far  above 
the  average  for  species  diversity  on  counts. 

The  abundance  of  birds  was  also  up,  with 
more  than  171,  000  individuals  recorded. 
This  was  almost  double  last  year's  total. 
Surprisingly,  the  most  abundant  bird  was 
Canada  Goose  (36,  515),  followed  by 
Mallard  (26,  781),  and  then  Snow  Bunting 
(25,  234),  House  Sparrow  (24,  087),  and 
Common  Redpoll  ( 1 6, 65 1 ).  The  dominance 
of  waterfowl  is  a  further  indicator  of  the  mild 
open  conditions  experienced  this  year. 

The  most  frequently  encountered  species 
was  Common  Redpoll  (93%  of  counts), 
followed  by  Black-billed  Magpie  (91%), 
Black-capped  Chickadee  (85%),  House 
Sparrow  (8 1  %),  and  Common  Raven  (75%). 
Ravens  continue  to  climb  the  occurrence 
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scale  as  they  expand  across  the  southern 
parts  of  the  province. 

New  species 

After  having  no  new  species  on  last  year's 
counts,  this  year  there  were  five,  bringing 
the  all  time  total  to  177.  The  first  was  a 
Red-bellied  Woodpecker  in  Regina.  This 
bird  had  been  present  throughout  the  fall  and 
remained  through  the  Christmas  Count. 
Next  was  a  Gray  Catbird  visiting  feeders  in 
northwest  Moose  Jaw.  A  Swamp  Sparrow 
was  found  along  Eagle  Creek  by  Wayne 
Renaud  on  the  Harris  count. 

The  last  two  new  species  were  seen  during 
the  count  period,  but  not  on  count  day.  A 
Long-billed  Curlew  was  found  on  the  snow- 
free  grasslands  northwest  of  Maple  Creek 
on  December  14,  and  a  Clay-colored 
Sparrow  was  seen  at  a  feeder  on  December 
24  on  the  La  Ronge  North  count. 

Rarities 

A  number  of  rare  species  were  present  on 
this  year's  count.  Most  notable  was  a  Pied¬ 
billed  Grebe  at  Crooked  Lake,  only  the  third 
count  record,  as  was  the  Great  Blue  Heron 
at  Fort  Walsh,  and  the  Greater  Scaup  at 
Gardiner  Dam.  Ring-necked  Ducks  had  only 
been  found  twice  in  the  past,  but  this  year 
both  Estevan  and  Saskatoon  had  them. 
There  were  two  Belted  Kingfishers  at  Fort 
Walsh,  a  third  count  record.  A  Swainson’s 
Hawk  at  Indian  Head  was  only  the  second 
record. 

Population  trends 

A  number  of  species  were  found  in  record 
high  numbers  on  the  count  (Table  6).  The 
most  notable  of  these  was  30,700  Canada 
Geese  at  Coronach,  984  Black-billed  Magpies 
at  Saskatoon,  62  Purple  Finches  at  Swift 
Current,  and  386  House  Finches  at  Saskatoon. 

Table  7  shows  population  trends  for  a 
number  of  regularly  occurring  species.  In 
general,  all  water  related  species  were  above 
normal.  The  largest  increase  was  for  Canada 
Goose,  but  this  was  influenced  by  one  very 


large  count  and  the  number  of  counts 
reporting  them  was  actually  fewer  than  the 
last  big  year  -  1998. 

Both  Golden  Eagle  and  Prairie  Falcon 
numbers  were  up.  Grouse  were  down,  with 
both  Ring-necked  Pheasant  and  Gray 
Partridge  down  appreciably.  This  being  the 
result  of  last  year's  severe  winter  in  eastern 
Saskatchewan.  Both  Ruffled  Grouse  and 
Spruce  Grouse  remained  low  in  numbers. 

Both  Great  Horned  and  Snowy  owl 
numbers  were  up  while  boreal  forest  owls 
were  very  scarce  after  last  year's  irruption. 
Short-eared  Owls  were  down,  suggesting 
low  vole  numbers,  as  there  was  little  snow 
cover  to  force  them  south. 

Nuthatches,  Creepers,  and  Kinglets  were 
present  in  well  above  normal  numbers  and 
winter  finches  had  a  very  good  year, 
particularly  the  redpolls  and  crossbills. 

Additional  counts 

The  following  counts  were  received  too 
late  to  be  included  in  the  tables.  "O"  denotes 
species  seen  during  the  count  period,  but  not 
on  the  count  day.

Introduction 

Birds  of  Canada  shows  the  Saskatchewan 
breeding  range  of  the  Red-necked  Grebe  as 
covering  approximately  85%  of  the  province, 
absent  only  in  the  extreme  northeast  and 
extreme  south. 1  In  contrast,  Smith’s  Atlas  of 
Saskatchewan  Birds,  which  is  based  on  more 
recent,  and  many  unpublished,  records  shows 
the  area  of  confirmed  breeding  records  as  a 
somewhat  narrower  band  that  cuts  diagonally 
across  the  province  between  the  Aspen 
Parkland  (  Smith’s  ‘Aspen  Woodland 
Subregion’)  in  the  southeast  and  the  Churchill 
River  Subregion  of  the  Northern  Boreal 
Region  with  an  outlying  pocket  in  the  Cypress 
Hills  region.6  The  habitats  of  the  Rosetown- 
Biggar  area  fall  within  both  the  upper  portions 
of  the  Mixed  Prairie  (Smith’s  ‘Moist  Mixed 
Prairie  Subregion’)  and  lower  portions  of  the 
Aspen  Parkland  (Figure  1).  Immediately  to 
the  east,  in  the  Saskatoon  area,  which  exhibits 
mostly  Aspen  Parkland,  the  first  recorded 
Red-necked  Grebe  nesting  occurred  at  Pike 
Lake  (two  adults  with  three  young)  in  28  July 
1 962,  but  today  the  species  is  still  considered 
as  an  “uncommon  transient  and  summer 
resident”.2- 3 

Northeast  and  southwest  of  the  known 
breeding  range  in  Saskatchewan,  not  only  is 
the  species  rare  or  absent  as  a  confirmed 
breeder,  it  is  surprisingly  also  rare  or  absent 
as  a  transient.6  For  example,  in  the  Elbow 
area,  Roy  regarded  the  species  as  an 
“irregular  transient  and  summer  resident: 
possibly  breeds”  with  the  only  summer 
records  of  non-breeding  pairs,  both  on  17 


June  1 989,  occurring  at  Broderick  Reservoir 
and  the  Spring  Lakes.5 

When  Birds  of  the  Rosetown-Biggar 
District,  Saskatchewan  was  published  in 
1975,  there  were  no  historic  records,  and 
only  two  spring  migration  records  of  Red¬ 
necked  Grebes  from  1965  to  1975:  one 
swimming  near  a  bulrush  marsh  locally 
known  as  Middle  Van  Scoy  Lake  (6  km  nw 
of  Perdue,  #1  in  Table  1  and  Figure  1)  on  25 
May  1972,  and  two  seen  and  heard  calling 
on  Upper  Van  Scoy  Lake  (#2)  on  2 1  May 
1975.  The  parting  comment  in  the  species 
account  was  “although  the  location  offered 
what  appeared  to  be  ideal  breeding  habitat, 
no  Red-necked  Grebes  were  seen  during  later 
visits  to  the  marshes.”4 

Spring  and  breeding  season  records  since 
1975 

Records  for  the  regions  west  and  north  of 
the  1 975  study  area  come  primarily  from  two 
sources  :  observations  by  William  and  Ernest 
Jasper  of  the  Struan  area  in  the  1940s  to 
1980s,  and  the  annual  Biggar  Breeding  Bird 
Survey  from  1 972  to  the  present.  The  authors 
have  surveyed  the  area  only  sporadically 
from  1970  to  1997  and  more  intensively 
since  the  boundary  of  the  new  study  area  was 
expanded  by  Nature  Saskatchewan  in  1997 
to  include  this  area  for  the  forthcoming 
revision  of  the  book  (see  Map  1 ).  In  contrast, 
the  Van  Scoy  Lake  system  (ie.  Perdue  Marsh, 
‘Lower’  ,  ‘Middle’  and  ‘Upper  Van  Scoy 
Lake’)  has  been  birded  an  average  of  15 
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times  each  year  from  1975  to  the  present  by 
one  or  more  of  the  authors. 

To  the  north  of  the  1975  study  area, 
William  and  Ernest  Jasper’s  list  of  birds  from 
the  Struan  area  did  not  contain  a  single  Red¬ 
necked  Grebe  record.  Even  within  the 
bounds  of  the  1975  study  area,  Red-necked 
Grebes,  until  very  recently,  were  recorded 
only  sporadically.  On  2  May  1976,  Guy 
Wapple  added  a  third  record  to  the  two 
already  mentioned,  a  single  bird  swimming 
along  the  north  shore  of  Middle  Van  Scoy 
Lake.  No  Red-necked  Grebes  were  recorded 
in  the  1980s.  Between  1965  and  1996  no 
definitive  breeding  records  had  been 
established  for  this  well-covered  area. 

In  1990,  a  single  non-breeding  bird  was 
seen  at  ‘Biggar  Sewage  Lagoon’  (#4)  on  4 
June;  and  on  16  June  1992,  two  birds  were 
seen  by  Guy  and  Robert  Wapple  during  the 
Biggar  Breeding  Bird  Survey  (#5).  At  the 
latter  location,  no  time  could  be  spent  looking 
for  a  nest,  but  the  date  and  habitat  provided 
the  perfect  setting  for  a  breeding  record. 

In  1 997,  water  birds  in  general  had  a  very 
productive  year  because  of  above  average 


snow  melt  and  abundant  spring  rains.  On 
26  May  1997,  Wayne  Renaud  finally  found 
a  Red-necked  Grebe  nest  in  the  study  area. 
The  nest,  containing  one  egg,  was  situated 
along  the  northeast  shore  of  the  Middle  Van 
Scoy  Lake  (#7)  in  a  narrow  band  of  sparse 
second-year  bulrushes  10  m  from  the 
shoreline.  Two  grebes  attended  the  nest;  a 
third  adult  grebe  was  noted  near  a  band  of 
dead  bulrushes  0.2  km  south  on  the  southeast 
edge  of  the  lake  (#6). 

On  3  June  1 997,  a  pair  attending  a  second 
nest  was  found  on  a  80-ha  marsh  9.5  km 
west  and  3.2  km  south  of  Struan  (#8)  (24 
km  nnw  of  Middle  Van  Scoy  Lake).  On  5 
June,  two  more  pairs  of  grebes,  each 
attending  a  nest  with  an  undetermined 
number  of  eggs,  only  45  m  apart,  were  found 
by  Wayne  Renaud  and  Wayne  Harris  in  thin 
bulrushes  near  the  shore  of  a  perched 
reservoir  5.6  km  east  of  Shrimp  Lake  (8  km 
east  and  4.8  km  south  of  Herschel)  (#9,  #1 0). 
One  nest  was  located  only  40  m  from  a  well- 
travelled  gravel  road  and  the  lake  itself  was 
surrounded  by  prairie  and  cultivated  fields, 
the  last  place  one  would  expect  to  find  this 
species  nesting.  On  20  June,  Guy  Wapple 
heard  one  Red-necked  Grebe  calling  from

the  north  end  of  Lizard  Lake  (#11)  during 
the  Biggar  Breeding  Bird  Survey.  On  a  12 
July  return  visit  to  the  location  of  the  5  June 
breeding  records,  Robert  Wapple  found  only 
three  adults  with  three  chicks.  On  the  same 
day,  two  adults  were  found  at  the  south  end 
of  Shrimp  Lake  5  km  farther  west  (#12). 


Thus,  in  less  than  two  months,  we  located 
four  active  nests,  plus  two  possible  pairs  in 
residence,  at  four  different  locations! 

Except  for  Middle  Van  Scoy  Lake,  all 
marshes  used  for  nesting  in  1997  were  dry 
in  1998,  or  had  water  levels  so  low  that 
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existing  marsh  growth  was  unable  to  support 
breeding  grebes.  We  still  managed,  however, 
to  find  Red-necked  Grebes  at  four  locations 
in  June  and  July.  On  1 1  June,  Wayne  Renaud 
and  George  Tosh  found  a  pair  milling  near  a 
stand  of  dense  bulrushes  on  a  large  lake  6.5 
km  west  of  Springwater  (#13).  During  the 
Biggar  Breeding  Bird  Survey  on  23  June, 
one  adult  was  on  a  marsh  3  km  west  of  Struan 
(#  1 4)  and  a  pair  was  found  on  another  marsh 
5  km  east  of  Struan  (#15).  On  17  July, 
Robert  Wapple  discovered  two  separate 
adults  with  broods  of  one  and  two  young  6 
km  west  and  3  km  south  of  Struan  (#16, 
#17).  This  last  pair  was  approximately  3 
km  from  the  3  June  1997  location. 

Our  luck  continued  in  2000.  On  13,14 
and  1 6  July,  Wayne  Renaud  and  Guy  Wapple 
discovered  a  single  adult  Red-necked  Grebe 
vocalizing  near  a  bulrush  marsh  on  the 
southeast  comer  of  Middle  Van  Scoy  Lake 
(#  1 8).  On  1 7  July,  the  third  record  (and  sixth 
confirmed  breeding  record  for  the  area) 
consisted  of  an  adult  with  3  large  young 
found  by  Wayne  Harris  and  Sue  Me  Adam 
on  a  40-hectare  marsh  5  km  ne  of  Cando 
(#19).  On  1 8  July,  Guy  Wapple  located  a  single 
adult,  but  without  evidence  of  nesting,  on  a 
reservoir  5.6  km  east  of  Shrimp  Lake  (#20). 

Thorough  coverage  of  all  known  breeding 
sites  was  undertaken  in  July  and  August  200 1 
but  no  Red-necked  Grebes  were  recorded, 
perhaps  because  many  of  these  marshes  were 
dry  or  water  levels  had  dropped  so  severely 
that  the  habitat  was  no  longer  suitable  for 
nesting  Red-necked  Grebes. 

Discussion 

We  believe  the  breeding  records  presented 
here  illustrate  a  significant,  even  if  perhaps 
short-lived,  southeastern  expansion  of  the 
modem  breeding  range  of  the  Red-necked 
Grebe  into  the  mixed  grassland  biome  of 
southwestern  Saskatchewan.  All  of  the 
breeding  records  presented  here  are  outside 
the  current  breeding  range  as  indicated  by 
both  Godfrey  and  Smith. I  h  In  particular, 
the  5  June  1 997  breeding  record  (28  km  west 


ofRosetowri),  is  located  approximately  120 
km  southwest  of  the  nearest  known  breeding 
record  at  Radisson  Lake  (Saskatoon  Natural 
History  files). 

Why  so  many  Red-necked  Grebes 
suddenly  began  nesting  in  this  area  can  only 
be  a  matter  of  speculation.  It  could  have 
been  directly  related  to  the  timing  of  the 
spring  migration,  which,  in  1997,  was 
unusually  late.  Species  that  normally  nest 
farther  north  arrived  later  and  may  have 
attempted  to  breed  in  marshes  south  of  their 
normal  breeding  range.  These  observations 
also  suggest  that,  once  established,  Red¬ 
necked  Grebes  will  return  to  their  natal 
marshes,  even  if  these  locations  fall  outside 
of  their  regular  breeding  range. 
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RURAL  BANDERS  IN  THE 
SASKATOON  AREA*

A  small  coterie  of  Saskatchewan 
residents,  mainly  farmers,  took  an  early 
interest  in  bird  banding.3  This  article  features 
rural  banders  within  the  Saskatoon  Bird 
Area,  a  68.5  by  63  mile  square  with 
Saskatoon  near  its  centre. 

Four  of  the  rural  bird  banders  were 
farmers;  three  were  concentrated  in  a  small 
area  between  Hepburn  and  Dalmeny  and  the 
fourth  was  active  briefly  at  Elstow.  In 
addition,  Fred  Bard  at  the  Provincial 
Museum  in  Regina  released  64  banded  crows 
and  3  magpies  in  the  Saskatoon  area  as  a 
contribution  to  the  Saskatchewan  Game 
Branch  campaign  to  shoot  crows  in  the  hope 
of  decreasing  duck  nest  depredation. 

Philip  Siemens,  1897-1990,  permit  #  00022 

Philip  Siemens  was  the  first  of  the  rural 
banders  in  the  Saskatoon  Bird  Area  (SBA). 
He  was  bom  at  Plum  Coulee,  Manitoba,  on 
April  1,  1897,  the  sixth  of  ten  children.  In 
1903,  Philip’s  parents  moved  to  their 
parents’  farm  a  half  mile  west  of  the  village 
of  Rosthem,  (then  part  of  the  North-west 
Territories)  and  in  1914,  after  three  more 
moves,  they  settled  on  a  farm  a  mile  north 
of  Hepburn,  barely  outside  the  northern  edge 
of  the  SBA.  Philip  was  farming  east  of 
Hepburn  when  he  married  in  1 923.  His  wife 
died  three  years  later.  His  second  marriage 
in  1933  was  to  Tena  Rempel  of  Great  Deer, 
Saskatchewan. 

Philip  began  banding  birds  in  1928  and 
continued  this  hobby  for  ten  years,  banding 
a  total  of  416  individuals  of  32  species.  Of 
his  ten  recoveries,  nine  were  “direct,”  i.e., 
within  six  months  of  banding.  During  the 
years  when  many  farmers  on  both  sides  of 
the  49th  parallel  thought  “the  only  good  hawk

is  a  dead  hawk,”  no  fewer  than  four  of  the 
six  Red-tailed  Hawks  from  nests  on  his  farm 
in  three  different  years  were  reported  shot 
in  the  United  States:  one  each  in  Iowa  and 
Oklahoma,  and  two  in  Texas.  Northern 
Shovelers  were  shot  not  far  away  at 
Waldheim  and  Marcelin,  Saskatchewan.  A 
Loggerhead  Shrike  at  Cross  Timbers, 
Missouri,  and  a  Yellow-shafted  Flicker  at 
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Metz,  Missouri,  were  both  found  dead.  A 
Common  Grackle  at  North  Battleford  was 
the  only  “indirect”  recovery,  having  survived 
just  over  one  year;  it  had  a  broken  leg. 

Among  the  postcards  used  to  inform  the 
bander  of  a  recovery  was  one,  now  in  our 
possession  thanks  to  Philip’s  daughter 
Phyllis,  that  had  not  been  entered  in  the 
computer  system.  It  reports  that  Professor 
Wyman  R.  Green,  a  bander,  caught  a  small 
bird  carrying  band  C4240  in  his  traps  at 
Soddy,  Tennessee,  on  the  suspiciously  early 
date  of  28  September.  This  band  had  been 
placed  on  a  Common  Redpoll  by  Siemens 
at  Hepburn  on  2  February  that  year.  The 
identification  at  banding  is  unquestioned,  but 
might  Professor  Green  have  read  the  band 
number  incorrectly?  We  will  never  know. 

Tena  Siemens  died  in  1979.  In  1987, 
Philip  went  to  Crooked  River, 
Saskatchewan,  to  live  with  his  daughter 
Margaret  and  her  husband,  Morley  Mehler. 
He  moved  into  the  nursing  home  at 
Arborfield  in  1 989,  and  died  on  1  May  1 990, 
at  the  age  of  93  years.  His  nephew’s  eulogy 
described  his  uncle’s  lifelong  loves  as 
reading,  poetry,  and  nature.  Philip  Siemens 
was  hospitable,  devout,  generous,  serene  and 
a  patient,  venerable  man. 

Abram  S.  Loewen,  1918-  1993, 

permit  #  00357 

Abram  was  a  nephew  of  Philip  Siemens. 
His  father  fanned  2  miles  south  and  1.5  miles 
east  of  Hepburn.  From  1935  through  1938, 
Abram  banded  1 66  individuals  of  22  species. 
Loggerhead  Shrikes  were  common  then, 
allowing  him  to  band  35  nestlings  compared 
to  28  American  Robins,  his  second  highest 
total.  He  caught  three  Snow  Buntings  with 
a  drop  trap,  a  wire  cage  which  fell  over  bait 
when  he  pulled  the  string  attached  to  a  prop 
holding  up  one  end  of  the  trap.  His  younger 
brother  John,  now  a  retired  high  school 
teacher  in  Saskatoon,  remembers  well  how 
he  helped  catch  adult  Yellow-shafted 
Flickers  by  placing  a  jar  over  the  hole, 
tapping  the  tree,  and  capturing  the  bird  in 


the  jar.  Eleven  flickers  were  banded,  in  fourth 
place  following  14  House  Wrens. 

One  flicker,  banded  on  7  June,  was  shot 
the  same  year  in  early  October,  about  31 
miles  west  of  Okmulgee,  Oklahoma.  A 
Loggerhead  Shrike  was  killed  in  a  severe 
thunderstorm  nearly  four  years  after  banding, 
on  8  April,  near  Nocoma,  Texas. 

Abe  Loewen  moved  into  Saskatoon  in 
1940  and  later  was  employed  as  a  school 
custodian.  He  died  on  1 1  February  1993. 

Henry  D.  Goosen,  1916-1998, 

permit  #  00215 

Henry  D.  Goosen  of  Dalmeny  banded  2 1 7 
birds  of  22  species  between  1934  and  1938. 
He  knew  the  Loewen  boys  at  Hepburn,  8 
miles  north  and  two  miles  east  of  the  Goosen 
farm;  in  fact  Henry’s  brother  married  Abe 
and  John  Loewen ’s  sister,  Kay.  Henry  used 
a  drop  trap  to  capture  98  Slate-colored 
Juncos,  1 6  White-throated,  2  White-crowned 
and  4  American  Tree  sparrows  during 
migration,  and  in  winter  caught  28  Snow 
Buntings  and  10  Common  Redpolls. 

Two  of  his  birds  were  reported  as 
“returns,”  that  is,  recaptured  the  year  after 
banding.  An  adult  female  Common  Grackle 
banded  on  1 1  May  1935  in  a  drop  trap  was 
recaught  by  the  same  means  on  1 1  June 
1936.  An  adult  Bam  Swallow  caught  on  12 
June  1934  was  recaught  on  17  July  1935. 
Henry  had  no  distant  recoveries. 

Henry  left  the  farm  to  work  in  the  aircraft 
industry  in  Seattle  during  the  Second  World 
War;  after  the  war  he  was  a  carpenter  at 
Mission,  British  Columbia,  where  he  died 
in  1998. 

John  Dick,  Jr.,  Elstow,  (dates  of  birth  and 
death  unknown),  permit  #  00034 

In  1929,  on  a  farm  two  miles  north  and 
two  miles  west  of  Elstow,  John  Dick,  Jr. 
banded  28  individuals  of  7  species:  10 
Mallards,  2  Northern  Pintails,  4  Common 
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Nighthawks,  1  Red-winged  Blackbird,  3 
Common  Grackles,  6  House  Sparrows  and 
two  fledgling  “Barn  Owls”,  “too  young  to 
fly”  on  24  June.  The  latter  were  probably 
Great  Homed  Owls  using  a  barn  as  a  nest 
site,  but  if  so  he  applied  too  small  a  band 
(the  size  specified  in  the  banding  manual 
for  the  Bam  Owl,  the  same  size  used  for 
pintails  and  Mallards).  That  size  of  band 
was  also  given  to  what  he  called 
“nighthawks,”  but  would  not  have  stayed 
put  on  a  nighthawk  as  it  was  a  size 
appropriate  for  Swainson’s  Hawks.  We 
conclude  that  Dick,  in  contrast  to  other 
early  Saskatchewan  banders,  made  two 
serious  errors  in  bird  identification. 

Three  of  Dick’s  ducks  were  shot,  two 
during  the  first  hunting  season:  a  Northern 
Pintail  shot  locally  and  a  Mallard  in  South 
Dakota,  and  in  the  1930  season,  a  Mallard 
in  Colorado.  Dick  then  moved  to  Fairholme, 
Saskatchewan  and  discontinued  banding. 

Fred  G.  Bard,  Jr.,  1908-1989, 
permit  #00151 

E.R  Kalmbach  of  the  United  States 
Biological  Survey  conducted  studies  near 
Kinistino  and  Prince  Albert  in  1934  and 
1935.  He  reported  that  crows  destroyed  at 
least  3 1  %  of  duck  nests  each  year.4  As  a 
result,  Fred  Bard  of  the  Provincial  Museum 
in  Regina  undertook  a  crow  control  program 
for  three  years,  1936  -  1938.  Bard’s 
program,  which  awarded  cash  prizes  to 
individuals  who  shot  crows  wearing  leg 
bands,  was  a  sincere  but  misguided  attempt 
to  halt  a  decline  in  waterfowl  numbers. 

Adult  crows  were  trapped  (for  example, 
250  in  1938),  and  then  released  widely 
throughout  Saskatchewan,  usually  two  at 
each  ten-mile  interval  along  major 
highways.1,2  However,  there  was  an 
unforeseen  flaw  in  the  methodology.  Instead 
of  shooting  crows  at  random,  hunters  soon 
learned  to  seek  out  crows  with  bands  and 
shoot  them  selectively,  continuing  to  do  so 
even  after  Bard,  in  desperation,  painted  the 
bands  black  to  make  them  less  obvious  in 


sunlight! 

A  province-wide  “contest”  was  funded  by 
the  Saskatchewan  Fish  and  Game  League 
and  Ducks  Unlimited.  Everyone  submitting 
a  crow  band  received  a  prize:  1 1 1  entrants 
received  the  minimum  $1,19  received  $5,  3 
got  $10,  and  3  got  $25.  The  top  prizes,  one 
each,  were  $50  and  $100.  Remember  that  a 
late-1930s  dollar  had  purchasing  power 
equivalent  to  about  $20  in  2002!  Eleven 
others  turned  in  magpie  bands  as  part  of  the 
same  campaign,  but  no  prizes  were  listed  for 
this  species. 

Of  64  crows  released  by  Bard  or  his 
assistants  in  the  SBA,  16  were  shot,  14 
within  the  area,  one  in  South  Dakota  and 
one  in  Texas.  Of  3  magpies  released  in  the 
SBA,  the  one  released  at  Warman  on  1 5  July 
1 937  was  shot  in  the  same  locality  the  same 
day!

SASKATCHEWAN  CHRISTMAS 
MAMMAL  COUNT  -  2001 


Wayne  C.  Harris,  Saskatchewan  Environment  and  Resource  Management,  Box  5000,

The  weather  was  unseasonably  mild  up 
to  and  throughout  the  count  period.  Much 
of  the  western  half  of  the  province  was  snow 
free  or  had  shallow  crusted  snow  cover, 
making  identifying  tracks  very  difficult. 

A  total  of  102  counts  were  completed. 
This  is  nine  more  counts  than  were 
completed  last  year  and  six  more  than  in 
1997,  the  previous  high. 

No  new  species  were  seen  during  the 
count.  Rarities  include  a  Short-tailed  Shrew 
at  Fort  Qu’appelle,  and  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  a  Woodland  Caribou  at  La 
Ronge  South.  Two  southwestern  counts 
recorded  Swift  Fox.  All  three  wild  cat 
species  were  recorded,  the  rarest  being  a 
Mountain  Lion  at  Saskatoon.  Three 
locations  with  Lynx  is  the  largest  number  in 
recent  times,  while  two  locations  recorded 
Bobcat. 

Similar  to  last  year,  the  most  frequently 
recorded  species  were  the  Coyote  (80%  of 
counts),  and  White-tailed  Deer  (79%). 
Snowshoe  Hare  and  White-tailed  Jackrabbit 
were  next  in  frequency,  though  Snowshoe 
Hare  numbers  remain  depressed. 
Surprisingly,  Red  Squirrel  was  found  on 
56%  of  counts  (up  from  44%  last  year),  and 
Moose  on  26%  (up  from  20%).  Porcupine 
was  the  only  species  to  show  a  substantial 
decline  (from  41%  of  counts  to  31%). 

For  weather,  coverage,  and  participants, 
please  refer  to  the  Christmas  Bird  Count 
found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  In  the  tables, 
a  numeral  alone  shows  that  mammals  were 


seen,  while  a  letter  following  the  number 
means  that  the  number  was  inferred  from 
other  evidence.  The  meaning  of  each  letter 
symbol  is  given  below.  A  letter  alone,  means 
that  the  species  was  present  but  estimating 
the  numbers  was  either  impossible,  or  that 
no  attempt  was  made  to  do  so.

ARNICAS  IN  SASKATCHEWAN

Narrow-leaved  (Alpine)  Arnica  Blake  Maybank 


Unlike  many  other  yellow-headed 
composites,  the  arnicas  (. Arnica  species)  are 
not  a  particularly  common  group  in  our 
province’s  natural  flora.  But,  when  we 
encounter  them  in  prairies  and  woodlands, 
their  large,  bright  yellow  flowers  attract  the 
eye.  Some  wildflower  enthusiasts  may  be 
more  familiar  with  arnicas  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains  where  their  frequency  is  greater, 
although  six  native  A rnica  species  are  known 
in  Saskatchewan.  These  showy  wild  flowers 
are  mostly  about  a  half-metre  tall,  with 
flowering  heads  solitary  or  few,  yellow- 
rayed,  and  relatively  large,  mostly  over  5  cm 
broad. 

Like  all  wild  species,  arnicas  play  an 
integral  role  in  the  functioning  of  native 
ecosystems  and  for  us,  they  beautify  natural 


landscapes.  Medicinal  properties  have  also 
been  ascribed  to  them.  Tincture  of  arnica, 
prepared  from  all  parts  of  the  plant  -  flowers, 
roots  and  leaves  -  is  reputed  to  heal  or 
soothe  skin  irritations,  bruises,  sprains,  and 
even  arthritic  pains  when  applied 
superficially  to  the  skin.  Such  preparations 
are  available  at  many  health  food  stores. 

The  origin  of  the  Latin  name  Arnica  is 
rather  ambiguous.  Some  suggest  that  it 
represents  a  corruption  of  Ptarmica ,  in 
reference  to  the  well  known  European  plant, 
Achillea  ptarmica.  Others  believe  the  name 
originated  from  the  Greek  word  arnakis 
meaning  “lamb’s  skin”,  a  possible  allusion 
to  the  woolly  hairiness  of  leaves  and  bracts 
in  some  species.  The  common  name  most 
often  used  for  our  Arnica  species  is  simply 
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Figure  1.  Habit  sketches  of  Saskatchewan  Arnica  species.

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the  Latin  genus  name  itself,  “arnica”.  Such 
vernacular  use  of  scientific  names  is  hardly 
unusual  -  other  genera  named  in  this  way 
include  the  native  plants  Aster ,  Anemone , 
Phlox ,  and  Corydalis,  and  ornamentals  such 
as  Zinnia ,  Coleus,  Dahlia,  Amaryllis, 
Hibiscus,  Gladiolus,  Chrysanthemum  and 
Iris.  The  common  name  “leopard-bane”  has 
also  been  used  for  Arnica  species,  although 
rarely  in  Saskatchewan  and  Canada.  The 
origin  of  this  name  is  unknown  to  me,  but 
suggests  an  interesting  story. 

The  genus  Arnica  consists  of  about  32 
species  distributed  in  temperate  and  arctic 
regions  of  the  northern  hemisphere,  with  25 
native  in  North  America,  1 7  of  which  occur 
in  Canada,  and  six  in  Saskatchewan.  Two  of 
Saskatchewan’s  Arnica  species  are 
provincially  rare,  and  two  others  are 
uncommon  and  were  once  listed  as  rare.12 
The  remaining  two  species  are  more 
common  in  the  province,  but  not  abundant. 
Our  six  Arnica  species  are  illustrated  in 
Figure  1,  and  their  recorded  Saskatchewan 
distributions  are  shown  in  Maps  1-6. 

Saskatchewan  Arnica  species  are  not  too 
difficult  to  identify,  although  knowledge  of 
their  basic  floral  and  vegetative  structures, 
and  careful  observations  of  some  key 
diagnostic  traits,  are  required  (Figure  2). 
Arnica  species  are  members  of  the  large  aster 
family,  Asteraceae  (or  Compositae)  and,  like 
other  members  of  that  prominent  family, 
have  their  small  true  flowers  (florets)  closely 
grouped  on  a  common  platform  (receptacle) 
into  aggregates  called  “heads”.  Each  head 
is  surrounded  by  an  involucre  consisting  of 
series  of  small  leafy  structures,  the  involucral 
bracts.  The  clusters  of  heads  on  plants  are 
called  “inflorescences”.  An  Arnica 
flowering  head  has  the  appearance  of  a 
single,  large  flower,  with  the  symmetrical, 
tubular  inner  florets  (disk  florets)  massed  in 
the  central  part  (disk)  of  the  head,  and  the 
asymmetrical,  marginal  florets  modified  to 
form  the  strap-shaped  “rays”  (ligules)  that 
radiate  out  from  the  periphery  of  the  head, 
like  the  petals  of  other  flowers.  The 


individual  disk  florets  have  a  corolla  tube 
of  five  fused  petals  enclosing  a  tube  of  five 
fused  anthers,  both  arising  from  the  top  of 
the  ovary.  Also  borne  from  the  ovary  summit 
is  the  style  with  two  pollen-receptive  stigmas 
that  extend  through  the  anther  tube  to 
protrude  at  maturity.  After  insect  pollination 
and  fertilization  of  the  flowers,  the  ovary 
matures  into  a  1 -seeded  fruit,  called  an 
achene,  that  is  dispersed  intact  like  a  seed. 
A  crown  of  bristly  hairs,  called  the  pappus, 
arises  as  a  circle  at  the  achene’s  summit 
serving  as  a  parachute  to  aid  in  wind 
dispersal.  Arnica  plants  are  perennial 
herbaceous  forbs,  with  solitary  unbranched 
stems  arising  from  rhizomes,  bearing  leaves 
that  are  both  basal  and  in  opposite  pairs 
along  the  stem.  The  leaves  are  simple  (not 
divided  into  segments)  with  margins  that  are 
either  toothed  or  untoothed  (entire),  but  not 
lobed.  The  different  types  and  density  of  the 
hairiness  on  stems,  leaves  and  involucres 
may  be  diagnostically  helpful  in 
distinguishing  Arnica  species. 

The  dichotomous  taxonomic  key  on  page 
55  may  be  used  to  distinguish  the 
Saskatchewan  species.  Each  species  is 
described  below,  listed  in  alphabetical  order 
by  species  name. 

Arnica  angustifolia  Vahl.  -  NARROW¬ 
LEAVED  or  ALPINE  ARNICA. 

[Synonyms:  A.  alpina  (L.)  Olin  var. 
attenuata  (Greene)  Edig.&  Barkl;  A. 
alpina  var.  angustifolia  (Vahl)  Fern.]. 

This  is  the  smallest  of  our  arnicas  and  also 
one  of  the  rarest.  It  is  found  in  small  numbers 
on  open,  gravelly  or  rocky  shores,  slopes, 
cliffs  and  ledges,  in  far  northern 
Saskatchewan,  north  of  latitude  59°  N. 
Because  of  apparently  low  frequencies  and 
small  local  populations,  Narrow-leaved 
Arnica  is  considered  an  endangered  species 
in  the  province.2  The  species  epithet, 
angustifolia,  combining  the  Latin  adjectives 
angustus  meaning  “narrow”  with  folius 
meaning  “leaved”,  refers  to  the  narrow 
leaves  of  the  species.  (See  Figure  1-a,  and 
Map  1). 
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Figure  2.  Some  characteristic  features  of  Arnica  flowers  and  heads. 
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Arnica  chamissonis  Less,  ssp .foliosa 
(Nutt.)  Mag.  -  LEAFY  ARNICA. 

This  is  the  tallest,  leafiest,  and  most 
widespread  of  our  provincial  arnicas,  with 
records  extending  from  the  Cypress  Hills  and 
Old  Wives  Lake  in  southern  Saskatchewan, 
northward  to  Black  Lake  at  about  latitude 
59°  N,  and  from  west  to  east  across  the 
province.  It  is  most  frequent  in  the  aspen 
parkland  and  transitional  boreal  forest 
regions,  less  frequent  in  the  true  grassland 
and  southern  boreal  regions,  and  almost 
absent  in  the  northern  boreal  forest.  Except 
for  the  apparently  isolated  Black  Lake  site, 


all  Saskatchewan  records  are  from  south  of 
latitude  56°  N,  but  it  is  recorded  in  north- 
easternmost  Alberta  and  adjacent  N.W.T.  It 
grows  mainly  in  moist  grassland  depressions, 
shore  meadows,  open  woods  and  clearings. 
The  species  epithet  chamissonis  was  given 
in  honor  of  the  German  botanist,  Ludolf 
Adelbert  von  Chamisso,  who  collected  and 
described  plants  from  western  North 
America  in  1816.  The  subspecific  epithet 
foliosa  is  Latin  meaning  “leafy”,  a  reference 
to  the  leafiness  of  this  species.  (See  Figure 
1-b,  and  Map  2). 
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Arnica  cordifolia  Hook.  -  HEART¬ 
LEAVED  ARNICA. 

This  is  probably  our  most  recognizable 
Arnica  species,  with  its  basal  and  lower  leaf- 
blades  broad,  heart-shaped,  coarsely  toothed, 
and  long-stalked.  Although  this  species  is 
abundant  in  the  Rocky  Mountains,  it  is 
relatively  uncommon  in  Saskatchewan.  Here 
it  is  most  frequently  encountered  in  the 
Cypress  Hills,  which  is  not  surprising  since 
this  region  supports  a  Rocky  Mountain  flora. 
Oddly,  it  is  also  found  at  two  other  well 
separated  areas  in  the  province  -  near 
Waskesiu  Lake,  and  in  the  Pasquia  Hills.  It 
grows  mainly  on  rather  moist  sites  in  open 
pine  woods  (in  the  Cypress  Hills  under 
Lodgepole  Pine,  Pinus  cordata  var.  latifolia, 
and  elsewhere  under  Jack  Pine,  P. 
banksiana),  but  it  also  occurs  in  other  open 
deciduous  or  mixed  woods.  The  species 
epithet  cordifolia ,  combining  the  Latin 
adjectives  cordatus  meaning  “heart-shaped” 
with  folius  meaning  “leaved”,  is  descriptive 
of  the  heart-shaped  leaves.  (See  Figure  1-c, 
and  Map  3). 

Arnica  fulgens  Pursh  -  SHINING  or 
ORANGE  ARNICA. 

This  grassland  species  is  our  most 
common  arnica  and  the  one  most  frequently 
encountered  in  the  prairie  region,  although 
it  is  less  widespread  overall  in  the  province 
than  Leafy  Arnica.  It  is  most  characteristic 
of  fairly  moist  places  in  grasslands,  meadows 
and  open  shores,  occurring  throughout 
southern  Saskatchewan  in  suitable  habitats, 
extending  northward  to  near  latitude  54°  N. 
The  species  epithet,  fulgens,  is  a  Latin  word 
meaning  “shining”  or  “bright-colored”,  and 
is  a  probable  reference  to  the  brightly 
coloured  flowering  heads  of  this  species. 
(See  Figure  1-e,  and  Map  5). 

Arnica  lonchophylla  Greene  -  SPEAR¬ 
LEAVED  ARNICA. 

This  uncommon  boreal  species  is  known 
from  various  widely  spaced  localities  in 
northern  Saskatchewan,  ranging  from  near 
the  northern  border  (latitude  60°  N), 
southward  to  about  latitude  53°  N.  It  mainly 


grows  in  relatively  dry,  open  mixed  and 
coniferous  woods,  and  often  on  limestone 
substrates  or  gravelly  eskers.  The  specific 
epithet  is  an  apparent  reference  to  its  large, 
spear-shaped,  basal  and  lower  leaves.  (See 
Figure  1-d,  and  Map  4). 

Arnica  sororia  Greene  —  TWIN 
ARNICA. 

Based  on  the  only  two  records  verified 
for  southwestern  Saskatchewan,  this  species 
appears  the  rarest  of  our  arnicas.  It  has  been 
known  for  over  a  decade  from  a  site  1 3  km 
se  of  Climax.  Recently,  during  the  2001 
summer,  a  second  provincial  collection  was 
made  about  8  km  s-se  of  Burstall  (Anna 
Leighton,  pers.  comm.).  I  personally  verified 
the  specimens.  Other  collections  from 
southwestern  Saskatchewan  once 
determined  as  this  species  have  been  revised 
to  A.  fulgens.  With  its  apparent  infrequency 
and  low  population  numbers,  Twin  Arnica, 
is  considered  an  endangered  species  in  the 
province.2  This  arnica  is  quite  similar  in 
general  appearance  to  Shining  Arnica  and 
could  readily  be  mistaken  for  that  species 
by  naturalists  unaware  of  the  distinguishing 
criteria.  The  species  epithet  sororia  is  based 
on  the  Latin  soror  meaning  “sister”.  But  why 
either  this  epithet,  or  the  common  name 
“Twin  Arnica”,  should  have  been  applied  to 
A.  sororia  is  unclear  to  me.  Possibly  it  was 
because  of  its  close  similarity  -  i.e.  as  a  twin 
or  sister  species  -  to  the  more  common 
Shining  Arnica  (See  Figure  1-f,  and  Map  6).

1  a.  Blades  of  the  larger  basal  and  lower  stem  leaves  coarsely  toothed,  less  than 
twice  as  long  as  broad,  with  heart-shaped  bases,  borne  on  leaf-stalks  distinctly 
longer  than  the  blades .  A.  cordifolia. 

lb.  Larger  leaf-blades  with  smaller  teeth  or  entire  (not  toothed),  narrower  and 
lance-shaped,  over  3  times  longer  than  broad,  tapered  or  rounded  but  not 
heart-shaped  at  base;  stalks  of  basal  and  lower  leaves  as  long  as  or  shorter 
than  the  blades . (to  2). 

2a.  Stem-leaves  in  5-8  pairs  below  the  inflorescence,  not  markedly  reduced 

upwards  along  stem;  involucral  bracts  tipped  with  tufts  of  long  hairs . 

. A.  chamissonis. 

2b.  Stem-leaves  in  only  2-4  pairs  below  the  inflorescence;  tips  of  involucral  bracts 
lacking  tufts  of  long  hairs  (although  sometimes  with  short  hairs) . (to  3). 

3a.  Lower  leaves  with  long  stalks  to  about  as  long  as  the  blades;  leaf-blade 

margins  with  small  distinct  teeth  quite  widely  but  regularly  spaced  and  nearly 
opposite;  heads  usually  more  than  1,  mostly  3-5 . A.  lonchophylla. 

3b.  Lower  leaves  sessile  (stalkless)  or  stalks  short,  much  shorter  than  the  blades; 
leaf-blade  margins  either  entire  (not  toothed)  or  irregularly  small-toothed;

5a.  Old  leaf-bases  at  stem  base  with  conspicuous,  dense  tufts  of  long,  tawny- 
brown,  woolly  hairs;  disk-corollas  with  non-glandular  as  well  as  glandular 
hairs;  pappus-hairs  on  achene-ffuits  white  to  straw-colored;  mid-stem  leaves 
spear-shaped,  about  1  cm  wide;  stems  stoutish,  from  short  thick  rhizomes. 
.  A.fulgens. 

5b.  Old  leaf-bases  at  stem  base  of  lacking  tufts  of  tawny-brown  woolly  hairs  (hairs 
white  if  some  present);  disk-corollas  with  only  glandular  hairs;  pappus-hairs 
always  white;  mid-stem  leaves  more  narrowly  spear-shaped,  less  than  1  cm 
wide;  stems  more  slender,  from  longer  and  thinner  rhizomes .  A.  sororia.

BULLSNAKE  ON  A  BARBED 
WIRE  FENCE 

In  the  June  issue  of  Blue  Jay,  I  read  Lome 
Chemeski’s  interesting  note  about  a  Plains 
Garter  Snake  on  a  fence  wire.  I  witnessed  a 
somewhat  similar  occurrence  with  a 
bullsnake  at  about  9:00  A.M.  on  August  16, 
2001  near  Leader  on  the  SW  1/4  of  section 
29,  Township  23,  Range  25,  West  of  the  3rd 
meridian. 

The  morning  was  very  hot  (30°  C)  and  dry. 
I  was  walking  along  an  oat  field  with  pasture 
fence  on  one  side,  when  I  saw  a  bullsnake 
curled  up  in  the  grass  in  front  of  me.  It  reared 
up,  hissed  and  struck  at  me  several  times, 
although  I  was  out  of  its  reach.  My  uncle 
George  Meyers,  who  was  nearby,  slid  a  stick 
underneath  the  snake  and  flipped  it  over  the 
fence.  He  intended  to  put  it  in  the  pasture, 
where  there  was  an  abundance  of  gophers, 
but  it  fell  across  the  top  wire,  wrapped  its  tail 
around  the  wire,  stretched  itself  out  on  the 
top  wire  and  appeared  to  go  to  sleep.  The 
snake  was  still  asleep  on  the  fence  when  we 
left  15  minutes  later.  Unfortunately,  I  didn’t 
have  my  camera  with  me.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR 
PROTECTING  LILY 
BLOSSOMS  FROM  HOUSE 
SPARROW  ATTACKS 

I  note  that  Nell  and  Stan  Dunville  lost 
opportunities  to  enter  some  of  their  special 
lilies  in  the  annual  competition  last  July 
because  of  unexpected  damage  by  sparrows.1 
Perhaps  the  strategies  the  Dunvilles  have 
planned  for  the  coming  season  are  similar 


to  ours  for  keeping  House  Sparrows  out  of  our 
raspberry  patch.  Unprotected  small  fruits  such 
as  Nanking  Cherry,  Saskatoons  and  raspberries 
are  mined  when  these  birds  damage  them  by 
pinching  them,  whether  for  fluid  or  food.  In 
hot,  dry  weather  such  as  we  had  last  summer, 
this  can  be  especially  noticeable.  Two  tactics, 
alone  or  in  combination,  have  completely 
protected  our  raspberries :  ( 1 )  a  plentiful  supply 
of  water  to  lure  the  birds  to  the  opposite  side 
of  the  house  and  (2)  ribbons  of  plastic,  1 "  wide 
and  8"  to  1 2"  long,  cut  from  patterned  shopping 
bags.  These  are  tied  at  12"  intervals  to  cords 
strung  between  the  rows,  just  lower  than  the 
tallest  plants.  It  is  important  to  have  these  in 
place  ahead  of  season.  Good  luck  with  your 
prize  lilies  next  July!

They 
spotted  1 8  owls;  most  of  them  on  the  ground 
taking  advantage  of  the  warm  sunshine.  The 
owls  were  mainly  on  farmland  that  had  been 
seeded  to  peas  and  lentils. 

The  following  day,  they  made  the  trip 
again,  with  Ron  and  Marion  Peddle  of 
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Regina  who  came  along  to  view  the  scenery 
and  the  wildlife.  Dorothy  said,  “In  two  and 
a  half  hours  we  saw  1 6  Snowy  Owls  and 
one  Great  Homed  Owl  in  the  same  area  - 
just  a  bit  further  east  of  the  day  before.”  She 
added,  “It  was  a  very  overcast  day  with  a 
cold  wind  and  a  winter  rainstorm  moving 
in.  The  owls  appeared  to  be  hunting.  They 
were  all  on  fence  posts,  SaskTel  pedestals, 
granaries  and  power  poles.  We  got  quite  a 
bit  closer  to  the  magnificent  birds  this  time; 
they  were  visible  from  the  roadside.” 

In  addition  to  a  delightful  day  of  owl 
watching,  Edwin  Skene  and  Kiley  Topliss 
reported  sighting  two  crows  and  a  porcupine 
in  a  field  near  Balgonie.

TURKEY  VULTURE  IN  THE 
WESTERN  ARCTIC 

During  the  summer  of  2001  there  were 
reports  of  what  was  believed  to  be  a  Turkey 
Vulture  in  and  around  Aklavik,  Northwest 
Territories  (see  map,  following  page).  This 
is  thousands  of  kilometres  north  of  the 
range  of  turkey  vultures  in  western  Canada. 
Unfortunately,  a  positive  identification 
could  not  be  made.  On  7  November, 
however,  William  Firth  of  Fort  McPherson 
contacted  the  local  wildlife  officer,  Johnny 
Charlie,  to  report  a  Turkey  Vulture  being 
bullied  by  a  group  of  ravens  on  his  front 
porch.  The  officer  arrived  at  the  residence 
to  find  a  very  cold,  hungry  and  dazed  turkey 
vulture  backed  up  against  a  wall  in  the 
porch. 

The  bird  was  taken  to  the  local  wildlife 
office  and  plans  were  made  to  transfer  it  to 
the  regional  office  in  Inuvik  some  1 80  km 
up  the  Dempster  highway.  This  would  be  no 
mean  feat  because  the  ice  road  crossing  the 
Mackenzie  River  was  not  yet  suitable  for 
vehicular  traffic.  The  vulture  was 


transported  in  a  pickup  truck  to  the  river 
crossing  at  Tsiiehtchic  about  60  km  east  of 
Fort  McPherson.  There  it  was  transferred 
to  a  snowmobile  to  cross  the  river,  then  to 
another  pickup  which  had  made  the  1 20  km 
trip  south  from  Inuvik.  By  the  time  the 
vulture  arrived  at  the  Regional  Wildlife  Lab 
Complex  in  Inuvik,  the  Rockyview  Wildlife 
Recovery  Centre  in  Madden,  Alberta  had 
been  contacted  and  their  staff  had  provided 
advice  on  the  appropriate  care  of  the  vulture 
before  it  could  be  transported  to  their 
facility. 

The  vulture  warmed  up,  ravenously  ate 
the  snowshoe  hare  and  chicken  provided  to 
it,  and  became  an  immediate  news  item.  This 
was  no  wayward  juvenile  bird,  being  at  least 
2  years  old,  so  why  was  it  stranded  so  far 
north  in  November  when  it  should  have  been 
in  its  subtropical  wintering  grounds?  It  was 
fortunate  that  the  weather  had  been  relatively 
mild  in  the  region  for  most  of  October  and 
early  November  with  temperatures  rarely 
dipping  below  -18°  C  for  extended  periods. 
After  spending  a  night  recuperating  in 
Inuvik,  the  vulture  was  flown  courtesy  of 
Canadian  North  to  Calgary,  with  a  layover 
in  Yellowknife  for  a  check  by  a  veterinarian. 
It  arrived  at  the  Madden  facility  on  9 
November,  the  first  vulture  at  the  facility  in 
its  9  years  of  operation  and  a  local  television 
and  newspaper  celebrity.

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LICHENS  OF  NORTH  AMERICA 


IRWIN  M.  BRODO,  SYLVIA  DURAN  SHARNOFF  and  STEPHEN  SHARNOFF.  2001.

It  is  difficult  to  find  words  that  adequately 
express  this  triumph  of  scientific  publication. 
“Magnificent”  or  “spectacular”  come  to  mind 
but  hardly  do  justice  to  the  breathtaking 
experience  of  first  viewing  the  cover  on  arrival 
from  the  publisher.  The  words  of  another 
reviewer  that  “This  volume  is  the  twenty  first 
century  lichen  equivalent  of  Audubon’s  Birds 
of  North  America ”  are  no  exaggeration.  This 
is  a  book  to  treasure.  There  is  something  in  it 
for  everyone,  from  members  of  the  lay  public 
who  will  appreciate  it  for  the  beauty  of  the 
colour  plates,  to  the  professional  taxonomist 
who  will  find  it  to  be  the  most  complete, 
illustrated  and  scientifically  up-to-date  lichen 
flora  for  any  continent.  This  is  one  of  those 
rare  books  which  will  be  just  as  appropriately 
found  on  the  coffee  table  as  on  the  laboratory 
bench.  It  is  a  steal  at  the  price.  All  naturalists 
will  appreciate  the  infinite  care  that  the 
authors  and  publishers  have  taken  with  the 
production  of  this  superb  volume. 

Irwin  (Ernie)  Brodo  is  an  internationally 
respected  botanist,  recently  retired,  and  now 
Emeritus  Research  Scientist  at  the  Canadian 
Museum  of  Nature,  Ottawa.  He  has 
published  monographs  and  many  papers  on 
lichens  from  North  America,  and  his  wide 
experience  on  the  biology  of  lichens  is 
reflected  in  the  text.  Sylvia  and  Stephen 
Shamoff  provide  the  photographic  expertise 
and  readers  may  recognize  some  plates  from 
previous  articles  in  National  Geographic, 
Smithsonian  and  Discover  magazines.  It  is 
a  tragedy  that  Sylvia  Shamoff,  who  was  in 
many  ways  the  instigator  of  the  project,  did 
not  live  to  see  the  publication  of  her  work. 


Lichens  are  something  of  an  enigma. 
Although  often  quoted  as  the  textbook 
example  of  symbiosis,  they  are  relatively 
understudied.  They  are,  of  course,  an 
association  of  an  alga  and  a  fungus  but  look 
like  neither  partner  grown  alone.  Most  algae 
are  aquatic,  so  phycologists  have  shown  little 
interest  in  this  terrestrial  partnership.  The 
fungus  is  the  dominant  partner  in  terms  of 
biomass  but  lichens  are  photosynthetic  and 
therefore  behave  more  like  plants  than  fungi, 
which  absorb  their  food  from  dead  or  living 
plant  tissues.  For  these  reasons,  mycologists 
have  not  had  much  time  for  lichens  either, 
despite  the  fact  that  there  are  about  13,500 
species  of  fungi  worldwide  that  occur  only 
in  lichens.  In  North  America,  there  are 
around  3,600  species  of  lichens,  of  which 
1,050  of  the  most  common  are  keyed  out  in 
this  book,  another  450  are  discussed  in  the 
text  and  804  are  illustrated  in  the  magnificent 
colour  plates.  There  can  no  longer  be  any 
excuse  to  ignore  these  fascinating  organisms. 

The  book  has  two  parts,  the  first  of  which, 
comprising  fourteen  chapters,  deals  with 
lichen  biology,  ecology,  distribution  and 
human  interest.  The  style  of  writing  makes 
the  text  easy  to  read,  with  much  of  the 
technical  detail  confined  to  figure  headings. 
Among  the  largest  chapters  are  those  on 
lichen  structure  and  reproduction  but  those 
on  their  unique  physiology  and  chemistry 
are  no  less  intriguing.  Chapters  on  lichen 
substrate  ecology  and  the  contributions  that 
lichens  make  to  various  ecosystems 
emphasize  their  importance  to  biological 
diversity  and  conservation.  Many  people  will 
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find  the  two  chapters  on  the  use  of  lichens 
by  people  and  in  pollution  monitoring  to  be 
particularly  interesting.  The  final  three 
chapters  in  this  section  provide  information 
that  is  pertinent  to  getting  the  most  out  the 
second  part  of  the  book. 

The  second  part,  The  Guide  to  Lichens, 
comprises  the  bulk  of  the  text.  It  commences 
with  a  key  to  eleven  morphological  groups 
of  lichens.  Each  of  these  groups  has  a  key  to 
the  genera  and  to  many  individual  species. 
The  keys  are  refreshingly  easy  to  use,  and 
when  there  is  a  possibility  of  confusion,  taxa 
are  keyed  out  more  than  once.  When 
appropriate,  each  genus  has  a  key  to  its  own 
species  and  others  with  which  it  might  be 
confused,  a  brief  description  and  notes  on 
chemistry,  habitat  and  other  genera  with 
which  they  might  be  mistaken.  The  latter  is 
especially  useful  as  there  has  been  much 
splitting  of  lichen  genera  of  late,  resulting 
in  superficially  similar  species  being  found 
in  different  genera.  Each  species  also  has  its 
own  brief  description,  notes  on  chemistry, 
habitat  and  comparisons  with  other,  related 
species.  Most  have  a  beautiful  colour  plate 
which  is  of  such  quality  that  it  will  mostly 
confirm  the  success  of  the  keying  out  process 
at  a  glance.  (The  authors  let  us  in  to  the 
secrets  of  their  photographic  mastery  in  the 
first  part  of  the  book).  Most  species  also  are 
provided  with  a  small  map  of  North  America 
showing  their  distribution. 

Lichens  of  North  America  replaces  Hale’s 
How  to  Know  the  Lichens,  the  only  other 
relatively  modem  guide  to  lichens  for  the 
continent.1  That  field  guide  is  now  out  of 
date  and  does  not  include  any  crustose 
species.  Field  guides  of  more  local  interest 
are  Mosses,  Lichens  and  Ferns  of  Northwest 
North  America  and  Plants  of  the  Western 
Boreal  Forest  and  Aspen  Parkland,  the 
former  being  the  more  comprehensive  but 
neither  dealing  with  same  range  of  species 
for  the  prairie  provinces  as  Lichens  of  North 
America .2,s  Weighing  in  at  almost  eight 
pounds  Lichens  of  North  America  is,  most 
decidedly,  not  a  field  guide.  There  are  already 


calls  for  the  keys  to  be  made  available  in  a 
smaller  format  for  field  use.  Why  not  a 
condensed  version  of  the  text  to  make  a  true 
field  guide?  We  must  hope.  McCune  and 
Geiser  prove  that  such  a  venture  is  possible.3 
While  limited  to  the  macrolichens  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest,  theirs  is  a  high  quality 
field  guide  with  photographs  also  by  the 
Shamoffs. 

For  those  interested  in  the  basic  biology 
of  lichens  there  is  another  recent,  attractive, 
very  inexpensive  and  much  smaller  book, 
Lichens ,  which  deals  with  many  of  the  same 
topics  in  the  first  part  of  Lichens  of  North 
America ,  often  from  a  somewhat  different 
perspective.4 

I  hope  readers  will  have  gathered  that  I 
cannot  praise  this  book  highly  enough.  This 
is  a  book  destined  to  become  a  classic  of  its 
genre.

ANSWER  to  the  December  2001 
MYSTERY  PHOTO 


The  maker  of  the  mystery  hole  is  a 
Burrowing  Wolf  Spider  ( Geolycosa 
missouriensis )  shown  on  page  59.  This  robust 
spider  digs  a  hole  with  its  jaws  and  removes 
the  sand  in  packets  held  together  with  spider 
web.  A  distinctive  feature  of  the  hole  is  the 
raised  lip,  or  “turret”  made  from  plant  material. 


The  spider  is  nocturnal  ly  active,  watching  from 
its  turret  by  night  for  passing  prey  and  hiding 
down  in  the  burrow  during  the  day. 

Each  adult  spider  lives  in  a  separate  hole; 
the  larger  holes  -  up  to  2.5  cm  in  diameter- 
house  females.  A  slim,  lithe  female  has  a 
body  about  2  cm  long;  a  gravid  one  could 
measure  2.5  cm.  Young  spiders  dig  their  own 
small  hole  on  leaving  the  nest.  Although 
widely  distributed  in  North  America,  this 
species  is  confined  to  sandy  habitats  where 
it  tends  to  be  locally  common.
